This paper responds to the Election of Species Requirement dated November 6, 2002, for 

which the one-month date for response is December 6, 2002. 

It is believed that no fee is due; however, should any fees under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.16 to 1.21 

be required for any reason relating to this document, the Commissioner is authorized to deduct 

the fees from Fulbright & Jaworski L.L.P. Account No.: 50-1212/UTSL:058US/MTG. 

On October 30, 2002, the examiner spoke with applicants' representative and indicated 

that the Office required an election of species. During the conversation, the examiner indicated 
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claims 1 and 38 were generic. The examiner also indicated claims 15 and 35 read on species I, 
claim 36 read on species II, and claim 52 read on species III. 

Applicants assume the Office still considers claims 1 and 38 to be generic, though not 
specified as such in the November 6 election requirement ("the written requirement"). Similarly, 
applicants also assume the Office still considers: claims 15 and 35 to read on species I set forth 
in the written requirement; claim 36 reads on species II set forth in the written requirement; and 
claim 52 reads on species III set forth in the written requirement. Applicants point out, however, 
that claims 15 and 35 call for only one grating fill factor, not multiple "grating fill factors" as 
specified in species I. Applicants assume this was merely an Office oversight, and respond as if 
the Office intended to recite only "grating fill factor" in species I. 

With applicants' assumption in place, applicants elect species I for prosecution. The 
claims- readable on species I are claims 15-35. By making this election, applicants do not 
necessarily accept the Office's characterization of applicants' figures.
